to the effect that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had rd@commended or would 
recommend the dismissal without a 
court hearing of the disloyalty in- 
dicemtnt agains‘ H. B. Krenning of 
St. Louis. 

As the Post-Dispatch has told in 
the last few days, friends of the St. 
Louis District Attorney have indus- 
triously circulated the report and 
have made every effort to impress 
the newspapers that Oliver was for 
prosec ‘ing Krenning to the full ex- 
tent of his power, but that some in- 
fluence wielded in Krenning’s behalf 
had reached to the Department of 
Justice, and the Attorney-General’s 
office, yielding to this influence, was 
going to order Oliver to enter a nolle 
prosequi in the case. 

The situation ‘n St. Louis, as tele- 
graphed to its correspondent here, 
was laid before the Attorney-Gen- 
eral himself. Gregory, after inquiry 
among his subordinates, gave the fol- 
lowing statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

I have seen the wire from St. 
Louis dated Jan. 3, signed ‘Post- 
Dispatch,’ «dressed to ‘Albert, 
Washington,’ and relating to the 
Krenning ~-se. Two St. Louis 
attorneys of Krenning recently 
called at the department and 
made a statement of their views 
in behalf of their client. This 
statement has been referred to 
the United States Attorney.at St. 
Louis with a request for a state- 
ment of his views. The Attor- 
ney-General has not ordered the 
indictment dismissed, and the 
views of the United States -At- 
torney asked for have not been 
received.

There is evidence of 
the need of haste by sea as well as 
land for the navy .as well as the 
army. Proof has also come to hand

pons not only for our British and 
French allies but to strike directly 
at us as never before. 

There may be grim times ahead 
for the American army here. But 
the time of trial whenever it comes 
will find the army with shoulders 
squared for a test. All this the 
House Mission well knew, and there 
was double importance in what Mr 
House said of the excellent impres- 
sion made by his visit to the train- 
ing area. 

In such times as these the people 
at home should know that whenever 
news reaches the army of some new 
measure adopted by the Government 
for vigorous prosecution of the war 
or of some new sacrifice the people 
themselves are ‘making, whether it 
be the dimming of bright lights on 
Broadway or the voluntary imposing 
of wheatless and meatless days 
every soldier’s heart is warmed bv 
the feeling that “they are right be- 
hind us’—and the soldiers make 
the biggest sacrifice of all.

“WEEK OF FEB. 


Enemy Aliens Must Report at 
One of 14 Stations in City 
for Examination. 


The method by which the St. Louis 
Police Department wil) register av- 
proximately 6000 Germans in St 
Louls the week of Feb. 4 was an- 
nounced today by Chief of Polfce 
Young. 

Patrolmen at once will start to 
gather information about such en- 
emy aliens and notify them when 
and where to report for registra- 


tion as soon as the registration slips 
are received from Washington. They 
will be required to report at one 
of the 14 police stations at a desig- 
nated time. 

The registration wilt involye the 
gathering of detailed information “by 
policemen and mail carriers con- 
cerning the business, relatives and 
habits of every German citizen, to- 
gether with his photograph, physi- 
cal measurements and finger prints 

After registering, Germans must 
carry a card of identification and 
may not change his place of resi- 
dence without approval of the police 
or Postmaster. Violation of the reg- 
ulations will incur punishment by in- 
ternment for the period of the war. 

House-to-House Canvass. 

Chief Young has conferred with 
United States Marshal Lynch and 
they have agreed on a house-to- 
house canvass of the city, and it is 
hoped to have every German listed 
by the time they shall be required 
to register.

Because of ‘haggling’ over prices 
between the supplies committee and 
the American Wool Co. last summer, 
Col. Lindslay testified, many looms 
were idle for two-or three months, 
resulting in a loss to the Govern- 
mént of about three million yards of 
cloth.

NOTED BRITISH REGIMENTS. 
JUNO.—The famous “Black 
Watch” Highland regiment (42d

Given no voice in the | 
matter before, they could not have known what the 
Kaiser was like, or that the war was not, if it was 
not, as much the doing of their own autocracy as any- 
one else. We must not therefore blame the Russians 
too much for refusing to believe what the rest of 
us knew until they, too, had experignced what the 
rest of us had experienced. It is not altogether a 
credible thing.
